Hie agreement, announced simultaneously in 
Washington and Saigon, was welcomed by President 
Johnson as opening a new hopeful phase of the 
negotiations. But the president cautioned again 
that hard bargaining and fighting still lie ahead.

deficit. 

As Couve de Murville ex¬ 
plained the program: “This 
means pain, work, discipline, 
This is the only price of salva¬ 
tion. If this is the will of the na¬ 
tion, victory is assured." 

Oouve de MurviOe announced 
these measures: 

• The military budget will be 
trimmed by 580,000,000, making 
It impossible to hold the 1969 
atomic tests in the South Pa¬ 
cific. The tests this year includ¬ 
ed the explosion of France’s 
first hydrogen devices.

Mileage is our business 
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Change of Heart 

A LDERMANIC CANDIDATE Eric Charman has 
performed a useful service to the ratepayers of 
Victoria by nudging Mayor Hugh Stephen and a few 
other members of the city council into declaring that 
they are now in favor of a referendum being held on 
the city’s proposed convention centre. 

The Colonist, which has long favored a plebiscite 
on the issue, is pleased to note this change of heart on 
the part of some of Victoria’s senior city fathers. 

Until now the mayor has been reluctant to state 
his position on a public ■ vote on the controversial 
project, though he took a fairly tough line shortly 
after the plan was exploded upon the public nearly 
three months agb. At that time he declared publicly 
that city council would not “beg the citizens to accept 
a convention centre.” 

Alderman Percy Frampton, who now supports 
the idea of a referendum, adopted an even harder 
attitude at the that time. He stated his view this way: 
"We were elected to make decisions. There wouldn't 
be much sense in our going to the voters and asking 
what they think every time a big decision has to be 
made. If they don’t like what we do, they can throw us 
out of office at the next election.” 

And, oddly enough, the time for the next election 
to which the aldermen then referred is almost here. 

The Spoilers 

O VER THE PAST several years much has been 
heard of the university students’ aspirations 
for what has been called “democratization" of the 
system. They have sought and won representation in 
an area formerly reserved for non-student adminis¬ 
trators and policy-makers. They have been given j 
every opportunity for presentation of their points of ! 
view and for debate of them. In this country, at all 
events, their proposals have been listened to in an 
atmosphere of patience, reason and restraint 

There is a limit to patience, however. It was 
finally reached at Simon Fraser University In the 
early hours of Saturday when Dr. Kenneth Strand, 
acting president, authorized the RCMP to clear the 
administration building which had been occupied by a 
group which likes to call itself militant, since 
Wednesday. 

Repeatedly the harassed head of the university had 
pleaded with these people to quit the building, and 
allow the normal functions of the university to 
proceed. They contemptuously ignored the request 
What they wanted was a confrontation, and the 
doubtful propaganda advantage their forced removal 
would provide. 

Among persons outside the campus, those who 
pay the greater part of the bill for higher education, 
and those who believe in the application of democratic 
principles, they are not likely to win sympathy. 

The behavior of this minority is a denial of the 
democracy they have pretended to endorse and a 
disgraceful abuse of the privileges they enjoy. 

They are not entitled to identification as 
reformers or constructive critics; they are bent upon 
destruction. The hopes and wishes of the majority 
they entirely ignore. 

Dr. Strand has said his administration will not 
bow to blackmail, coercion or any bargaining 
whatsoever by the use of force. But at the same time 
he has given assurances that student demands can be 
negotiated through regular channels. He has gener¬ 
ously promised that in the present case there will be 
no academic sanctions. He is on sound ground. 

While the university authorities are assessing the 
damage done by the occupation of the administration 
block, the students themselves might be well advised 
to examine their own responsibility. The bulk of tiipm, 
surely, are sensible, practical and seriously concerned 
with learning. They should do their part in controlling 
the disruptive minority which clearly threatens the 
orderly progress of those who seek the advantages and 
opportunities which scholarship offers. The future 
belongs to them rather than to the spoilers.

But 
stagnation is spreading and 
symptoms of poor economic 
health are appearing.

Churchill Letter to Stalin Published

Yugoslavia certainly does not give me the feeling of a 50-50 
interest as between our countries. 

“Marshal Hto has become a complete dictator. He has 
proclaimed that his prime loyalties are to the Soviet Union. 
Although he allowed members of the Royal Yugoslav gov¬ 
ernment to enter his government, they number only six as 
against 25 of his own nominees.” 

Later in the same letter another Yalta secret agreement 
Is implied when Churchill writes: “We have given repeated 
instructions that your interest in Romania and Bulgaria is 
to be recognized as predominant We cannot however, be 
excluded altogether . . 

Another reference in the letter to a secret understanding 
relates to the British suppression of Communist attacks on the 
Greek government after Greece's liberation. 

Churchill writes: “With regard to your reference to 
Greece and Belgium, I recognize the consideration which you 
gave me when we had to intervene with heavy armed forces 
to quell the EAM-ELAS attack on the centre of government 
in Athens.” 

This paragraph, disclosing as it does that Stalin gave 
Churchill carte blanche to suppress the Greek Communists, 
may well have repercussions within the Communist move¬ 
ment today.

A letter from Sir Winston Churchill to Stalin, written on 
April 28. 1945, implies that President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin agreed on a percentage division of Eur¬ 
ope into spheres at influence during their conference at Yalta 
in 1943. 

The letter was published this week in a collection of 
documents compiled by the Sikorski Historical Institute in 
London. 

In his letter Churchill accused Stalin of distorting the 
Yalta agreement about Poland by talking of “accept the Yugo¬ 
slav model for Poland.”

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — O. 
J. Simpson hadn't thought 
much about the importance of 
winning the Heisman trophy, 
even when he list the ballot¬ 
ing to Gary Beban of UCLA 
last year. 

Then, after the Rose Bowl, 
he paid a visit to the 
Altadena, Calif., home of 
Mike Garrett, another Heis¬ 
man winner. 

"I saw his trophy," said O. 
J., "and it hit me kind of 
hard. For the first time, I was 


aware how dose I had come 
to winning it — And bow 
badly I really wanted it.” 

The wanting — and the 
waiting — are over. Orenlhel 
James Simpson, the Trojan 
Horse, Tuesday won the Heis¬ 
man Trophy that annually 
salutes the nation's top college 
football player. . 

The balloting wasn't even 
close. Simpson received 2853 
points to 1103 for runner-up 
Leroy Keyes of Purdue and 
387 for Terry Hanratty of 
Notre Dame, the third-place 
man. The Trojan tailback got 


855 first-place votes, to just 49 
for Keyes and 22 for Han¬ 
ratty. Simpson was given the 
news at 9:57 a.m.; Tuesday in 
the office of Dr. Norman 
Topping, die University of 
Southern California president. 
It came on a telephone call 
from Neill McAllister, chair¬ 
man of the Heisman dinner 
committee, who said that O. 
J. will be presented his award 
in New York the night of Dec. 
5. 

Simpson admitted he was 
"pretty confident," he would 
win the Heisman but he said 


# ‘at the last minute, when that 
call comes, it hks you that 
you might not get it." Monday 
night, Bob MiHer, the USC 
tight end, visited O. J. and his 
wife, Marquerite, at their 
apartment and they practiced 
what Simpson would say in 
his acceptance. 

"Miller played Dr. Top¬ 
ping,” O. J. said, “and he told 
me, ‘Sorry, Ted Hendricks 
(the Miami end) has won the 
Hetoman’.” But it didn't hap¬ 
pen, and Simpson sand hfis 
initial feeling when Dr. Top¬ 
ping gave him the real report 


Tuesday morning "was nota¬ 
ble relief.’’ An hour after O. 
J. got the word, he and 
Marquerite, who is expecting 
their first child next month, 
inched their way through 
more than 400 reporters, 
students and well-wishers to a 
news conference at the USC 
student center. 

"It’s almost unnecessary for 
me to tell you that we’ve been 
notified the Heisman Trophy 
is coming back to USC,” Dr. 
Topping began the conference. 
"We’re delighted that it's O. 
J. Simpson because he’s not 


only a wonderful football 
player but a wonderful young 
man." 

USC athletic director Jess 
Hill then announced that in 
ceremonies at the Trojan- 
Notre Dame football Game 
Saturday at the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum, Simp¬ 
son's uniform. No. 32, will be 
retired, as Garrett’s No. 21 
was when he won the Heis¬ 
man. 

“O. J.,” said Hill, “is a 
great football player and he 
has a great and deep sense of 
humility — and an apprecia¬ 


tion for the other player* on 
the squad and the men on the 
USC coaching staff." Coach 
John McKay called Simpson 
"the finest football player I’ve 
ever seen," and said he 
“wasn’t surprised that he 
won. I would have been 
surprised if he hadn’t won.” 

McKay then took a verbal 
swipe at the Purdue head 
coach, who had been quoted 
as saying the trophy “should 
be blown up" if his back, 
Keyes, didn't win it "Jack 
Moflenkopf," said McKay, 
"was wrong.”

A start will be made early next spring on the marking of 
mountain hiking trails in Strathcona Park. The joint project 
will be undertaken by the Island Mountain Ramblers and the 
provincial parks branch. 

The Ramblers will supply the labor and the know-how and 
the paries branch wtl! supply an abundance of brightly-colored 
aluminum markers and Outhouses and campfire riabs. 

First trail to be marked will be the Flower Ridge trail which 
heads up the mountains to delightful alpine meadlcwHand above 
Ralph River campsite makes a good base camp. 

“Many people walk the Flower Ridge Trail when they are 
ramping along Buttle Lake, but there are so many deer paths 
they get mixed up," Mountain Rambler-president Bob Teslin 
told a Rambler meeting in Nanaimo. 

He estimated It will take 500 markers to mark the Flower _ 
Ridge Traill every 100 yards or so to ensure that no one is likely 
to get lost. Work will start while snow is on the ground so the 
trail will be marked high enough that hikers can see the 
markers even when hiking under snow conditions.

Recreation Minister Kenneth Kiernan has given the Island 
Mountain Ramblers permission to both mark and build trails In 
Stratticona Park, but the trails must meet certain standards, 
among which is a stipulation that they must not have more than 
a 15 per cent grade. 

Flower Ridge Trail is already established. The Mountain 
Pamblers have completed three-quarters of a six-mile trail 
from Phillips Creek on the west shore of Buttle Lake, almost 
opposite Ralph River launching ramp, up Marble Mountain to 
Marine Meadows. 

When this trail Is completed, probably by the end of next 
camping season, it is expected to become one of the most 
popular hiking trails on Vancouver Island. 

The flower-studded alpine meadows hold several lakes and 
some of these have been stocked with trout at the 5,000-foot 
level. 

So many hikers are expected to make use of the Marble 
Meadows and the Flower Ridge trails that the parks branch is 
already concerned about sanitation facilities. Plans are being 
made to fly in speciahy-bullt outhouses that can withstand 
heavy snow conditions. 

The parks branch will also fly in cement stabs to be used 
for campfire spots. 

Syd Watts of Duncan, John Cowlin of Victoria and Ray 
Pringle of Nanaimo have been named to a committee to 
coordinate the marking of trails. 

After Flower Ridge Trail and Marble Meadows Trail are 
completed, it is likely the Ramblers wiH undertake 
Improvement and marking at the Elk River Valley Trail, with 
signs to show the hiking routes to several of the mountain 
peaks.

OSLO (UPI) — The legal committee of the Nordic Council 
ha* narrowly decided, aeven vote* to aix, no* to ban pro¬ 
fessional boxing in the Scandinavian countries. 

Preaent at the meeting were the minister* of Justice from 
Norway, Sweden and Finland, three parliamentarian* from 
Norway, Denmark, Sweden and Finland and the Icelandic 
ambassador In Oaio. Alio preaent at the meeting were 15 
legal experts. 

During the diacuiaion it wai eitabllahed that boxing wm 
maltreatment of a fellow human being, dangerous and some¬ 
times fatal. The legal expert! stated tost it Is against the law 
in the Scandinavian countries to maltreat a person even if 
he la wilting. 

The committee decided, however, that there was no legal 
basis for a ban against professional boxing because the sport 
has been practiced tor so many years that the legal tradition 
tor its continued existence hsd been created.

A resolution that says in 
effect hurrah for motherhood 
and youth has been passed by 
a United Nations committee.

Under the title of The World 
Social Situation, the resolution 
touches on most of the 
troubles of the world — from 
poverty to apartheid; juvenile 
delinquency to disarmament;

With Christmas entertaining just around the 
corner most people are looking for some special 
party fare. I like to think Christmas entertaining is 
just around the corner and wouldn’t mind too much 
if it stayed there. But for many, pre-holiday parties 
have already started. 


Yeast breads have a special 
appeal at this time ol year. 
The aroma of a sweet bread 
baking mingles with ever¬ 
green and the sound of jingle 
belis. 

Baba au Rhum is a delight¬ 
fully light yeast bread which 
features honey for extra 
flavor. After baking and still 
warm, a honey rum sauce is 
poured over the bread and 
allowed to sink in. It Is good 
with spiced coffee for a late 
night snack but is light 


enough to be served after 
dinner. 

BABA AU RHUM 

1 envelope of dry yeast, 1 
teaspoon sugar, 1-3 cup warm 
water, 2 cups all purpose 
flour, 3 large eggs well 
beaten, 1-3 cup butter or 
margarine, melted and cooled, 
2 tablespoons honey, !4 teas¬ 
poon salt, *4 cup chopped 
citron or currants. 


Beat Until Smooth 


Combine sugar wilh luke¬ 
warm water. Sprinkle on 
yeast. Let stand 10 minutes. 
Measure flour into bowl. Stir 
in yeast. Add beaten eggs. 
The mixture should be stiff. 
Beat with a wooden spoon 
until smooth and elastic. 
About five minutes. Cover and 
let stand in a warm place for 
% hour. Gradually stir in 
butter. Add honey, salt and 
citron (or currants, or a 
mixture of both). Beat for 5 
minutes. 

Spread in greased 9 or 10- 
Inch tube pan. Cover and let 
rise in a warm place until 
tripled in size. Bake at 375 
degrees for 40 minutes. Cool a 
few minutes and then turn on 
serving dish. While warm 
slowly pour on honey-rum 
sauce. 


HONEY RUM SAUCE 

2 cups honey, 1 cup water, 1 
teaspoon grated orange rind, 
'/* to 1 cup rum. 

Simmer honey, orange rind 
and water for 5 minutes. 
Remove from heat and add 
rum. Spoon over Baba. Glaze 
with 1-3 cup apricot jam that 
has been heated with 1 
tablespoon lemon juice. 

Mushrooms lend themselves 
to party dishes for the festive 
season. 

Stuffed mushrooms and 
mushroom pastries are two 
good cocktail party foods. The 
stuffed mushrooms may be 
made up early in the day and 
refrigerated until time to bake 
and they also have a long 
oven life if serving time is 
delayed. The pastries may be 
made weeks ahead and 
frozen. 


Stems Go Elsewhere 


STUFFED MUSHROOMS 

25 medium mushrooms, 'i 
teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, several dashes of ta¬ 
basco, % teaspoon salt, *4 
ixiund sausage meat, % teas¬ 
poon savory. 

Break stems from mush¬ 
rooms. (Stems can be used in 
pastries, soup or stew). Wash 
caps. Mix sausage meat and 
seasonings. Fill mushroom 
caps and refrigerate until 
serving time. Pre heat oven to 
350. Heat 15 or 20 minutes. 
Serve hot. 

MUSHROOM PASTRIES 

2M» cups flobr, 1 cup short¬ 
ening, 3 chicken bouillon 
cubes, water, 1 pound mush¬ 
rooms, % cup butter, % 
teaspoon sage, % teaspoon 
cayenne pepper, *4 cup sour 
cream. • 

Make up pastry according 


to your favorite method, add¬ 
ing chicken cubes to flour 
mixture. Roll out to & inch 
thickness. Cut into 2-inch 
rounds. 

Chop mushrooms and saute 
in butter. Mushrooms should 
be chopped finely, add season¬ 
ings and sour cream. Heat to 
boiling bot do not boil. Cool. 
Place about 1 tablespoon 
mushroom mixture on side of 
pastry round. Moisten edge of 
pastry with milk. Fold in half 
over filling. Press down edges 
to seal. Place on cookie sheet 
and bake at 425 for 15 minutes 
or until golden brown. Makes 
24 pastries.

iGarden Notes 


By M. V. CHESNUT 

Some 30 years ago, when our first 
baby girl was bom, one of our relatives 
— known for his perverted sense of 
humor — suggested that we christen 
her Hazel. 

T can just imagine the ribbing she 
would have taken, going through life 
with a name like Hazel Chesnut! 

Speaking of hazels, a few nut trees 
are a decided asset to any garden, and 
these respond enthusiastically to any 
little care and attention lavished upon 
them. Only too often, though, their 
owner looks upon them as if they were 
denizens of the woods and forests, 
needing no attention at all. 


Afl the arts and crafts of horticulture 
are lavished upon the roses, and fruit 
and the flowers, while the nuts ~ 
actually a luxury crop at present-day 
prices — are left to look after 
themselves as best they can. 

Filberts and Kentish Cobs in particu¬ 
lar will pay handsome dividends In the 
size and the quality of the nut crop if 
they are given a little intelligent

pruning, in winter and again in 
summer. 

The aims of such pruning are, first,, 
to produce a handy-size, basin-shaped 
tree with about eight branches growing 
up from a single stem, and starting 
about 18 inches above ground level, and 
second, to encourage the growth of nut- 
bearing wood. 

The bulk of the nut crop will be 
carried on short, twiggy, two-year-old 
side shoots or sub-branches, and it is 
these which should be retained rather 
than the strong, stout, unproductive 
shoots.

This looks aW wrong to the gardener 
whose pruning experience has been 
gained with roses and fruit trees, and 
his first impose is to cut out the little, 
tough side shoots that look so spindDy 
and unimpressive, but is is the strong¬ 
looking laterals which must be restrain¬ 
ed. 

During the summer, you just can't 
cut away these stout, unproductive side 
shoots, for while the tree is in full 
growth a regular forest of side shoots 
would spring out to take their place; 


remember the old gardener’s txfotn 
that growth always follows the krrife. 

Instead, they are restrained by a 
very old and rather odd operation 
known as break-pruning or “bruttlng." 
The unwanted side shoots are bent and 
twisted by hand until they are partly 
broken, but not all the way through, 
with the break about four inches from 
the parent branch. 

★ ★ ★ 

These broken shoots are left dangling 
aM summer; this makes a most untidy- 
locking tree, but it does the job. 
Because the broken shoot is stfll 
connected to the tree by a strip of bark, 
it neither dies nor grows but just hangs 
there, half alive, curbing the natural 
tendency of the tree to push out more 
vigorous, unproductive growth. 

The trees are pruned again during 
the winter dormant period, and in this 
operation the broken shoots are re¬ 
moved and the stub shortened by about 
another two inches. 

Both the filbert and the Kentish Ob 
are actually hazelnuts, with the filbert 
taking its name from Saint Philbert, 
whose day is celebrated on Aug. 22, the 
ripening period for the nuts.

Good Education’s a Riot

Once upon a time in the 
country called Wonderfuland 
there was turmoil on the 
college campuses. 

White students sheuted, 
"Student freedom!” Black 
students shouted, “Black 
freedom!” Professors 
shouted, “Academic 
freedom!" And everybody 
threw rocks, smashed furni¬ 
ture and other wise estab- 
lisher meaningful interperson¬ 
al relationships — mostly with 
the cops. 

TTie pubMc grew furious, 
“Freedom, bah!” said the 
pubHc. “These smart kids jusit 
don’t appreciate the value of 
a good college education.” 

★ ★ ★ 

And the public adamantly 
refused to build -any more 
colleges. 

The impasse was resolved 
by the noted educator, Dr. F. 
David Skawrewe. “What is 
obviously needed,” he said, 
“is a radical revision of our 


entire system of higher educa¬ 
tion. Let us begin by asking 
ourselves what is the purpose 
erf going to college?" 

After much study, Dr. 
Skawrewe issued a report 
showing that the purpose of 
going to college was to read 
an average of 123.7 books that 
no one woiid ever otherwise 
read. 

★ * ★ 

“Who,” said Dr. Skawrewe 
triumphantly, "in a lifetime of 
heavy reading would ever curl 
up with Beowulf? Or w 11 h 
I ntroductory Aerodynamics? 
Or The Life C y cT e of the 
Axolotl? Or The Collected 
Works of Wordsworth? 

"No, If it were not for 
acquiring a good college edu¬ 
cation, these 'works that no 
one wants to read would go 
unread!” 

Once Dr. Skawrewe bad put 
his finger on the essence of a 
gnod college education, the 
necessary radical change in 


the system became all too 
apparent. 

The public universally ep- 
roved his concept for a new 
college and at last Skawrewe 
University opened its gates. 

It consisted of two ivy-clad 
halls - toe West Cell Block 
for Men and the East-Cell 
Block for Women. Each stu¬ 
dent was provided with an 
individual, sound - roofed cell 
c;*ntaining a cot, a basin a 
chair and 123.7 books no one 
wanted to read. 

“With no outside distrac¬ 
tions," explained Dr. Skaw¬ 
rewe prcuxfly, “we feel the 
student will not only read 
these books willingly but 
speedily — thus acquiring a 
good college education in as 
little as 13.2 months.”

At first all went weH. 
Incoming freshmen nvtped 
around for a few days in their 
cells. But socn each picked a 
book from his stack and 


Blacks Just As Bad 


Suppose that toe dominant 
group in tha United States had 
been biaclo for the last 300 
years, amr the minority had 
been inserted white slaves. 
Then w*yidn’t the country be 
facing muph the same situa¬ 
tion as it does today, only in 
reverse? 

When toe black militants 
rant against “white devils," 
they are only half right. 
Whites are devils not because 
they are white, but because 
they are on top. There is no 
reason to believe that blacks 
on top would be any more 
humane or compassionate — 
no worse than whites; certain¬ 
ly, no better.

The black Nigerians are 
starving to death thousands of 
black Biafran children, and 


the fact that they are the 
same color exercises no re¬ 
straining effect upon them. 

In toe two great wars of our 
century (so far), whites have 
exterminated whites by the 
millions; and not only were 
they fellow whites, they were 
so-called fellow Christians, 
who behaved toward each 
other with such ferocity that 
all should have been ex¬ 
communicated from their 
churches. 

★ ★ ★ 

Instead, the white Christian 
bishops on both sides blessed 
them and urged them onward 
toward further bestiality. 

The blacks today are on the 
side of Justice and decency 
because they have been op¬ 
pressed and made to suffer, 
not because of any inherent 
moral superiority. 

Suffering makes us better 
— when it does not kill us — 
but it also makes us worse. It 
makes us determine to treat 


our oppressors as unrighteous¬ 
ly as they have treated us, 
when and if we get the upper 
hand. 

This Is how cruelty begets 
cruelty. Black militancy today 
is merely the mirror-image of 
white callousness over toe 
centuries. 

★ ★ ★ 

But It would be a tragic 
mistake for the blacks to 
imagine that the whites are 
more devilish than anyone 
else; we are all pathetic 
sinners when we get toe upper 
hand, which is what Rabbi 
Jesus meant when he con¬ 
demned the reigning estab¬ 
lishment of his day and 
predicted that “toe last shall 
be first” in toe final reckon¬ 
ing. 

The Jews are among toe 
most c ompassionate and 
humane of people, because of

NANAIMO Janet Nordal won't forget her 15th birthday 
on Monday. 

It ended in an evening ol drama when she saved two 
six-year-old children from an apartment fire. 

After she celebrated her birthday with a special dinner 
at home in Lombardy Court, she went to the neighboring War¬ 
ren Court apartments at 151 Wakesiah to baby-sit for Mr. 
and Mrs. Cecil Mcgrath. 

"I was in the living room and smelled smoke where the 
two children were supposed to be sleeping,” she said on Tues¬ 
day. 

“I ran down the hall to their room the fire was in the 
closet. 

"I took the children outside to the hreezeway, went back 
in and closed all the doors so the fire couldn't spread and 
called the fire depart ment. Then I got out of the suite and 
called the manager," said Janet. 

Mr. Mcgrath said Tuesday that he credits Janet with 
saving his children. 

The Mcgraths, whose clothing was damaged by smoke 
and water, stayed overnight with friends. 

Firemen had to rip panelling off walls in the ground floor 
suite to stop the fire from spreading through the 16-suitc block 
—one of four making up the Warren complex. 

Referring to Janet's action, Harcwood Fire Chief Tom 
Forrester said: “She should he commended for her presence 
of mind with the actions she took—both getting the children 
out and hy closing the doors to contain the fire. She was a 
brave girl."

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — 0. 
J. Simpson hadn’t thought 
much about the importance of 
winning the Heisman trophy, 
even when he lost the ballot¬ 
ing to Gary Behan of UCLA 
last year. 

Then, after the Rose Bowl, 
he paid a visit to the 
Altadena, Calif., home of 
Mike Garrett, another Heis¬ 
man winner. 

“I saw hds trophy,” said O. 
J., "and it hit me kind of 
hard. For the first time, I was 


aware how dose I had come 
to winning it — And how 
badly I really wanted it." 

The wanting — and the 
waiting — are over. Orenthel 
James Simpson, the Trojan 
Horse, Tuesday won the Heis¬ 
man Trophy that annually 
salutes the nation’s top college 
football player. 

The balloting wasn’t even 
close. Simpson received 2,853 
points to 1,103 for runner-up 
Leroy Keyes of Purdue and 
387 for Terry Hanratty of 
Notre Dame, the third-place 
man. The Trojan tailback got 


855 Hirst-place votes, to just 49 
for Keyes and 22 for Han¬ 
ratty. Simpam was given the 
news at 9:57 a.m.; Tuesday In 
the office of Dr. Norman 
Topping, the University of 
Southern California president; 
It came on a telephone call 
from Neffll McAllister, chair¬ 
man erf the Heisman dinner 
commHjee, who said that O. 
J. will be presented Ids award 
in New York the night of Dec.

Simpson admitted he was 
"pretty confident,” he would 
win the Heisman but he said

“Miller played Dr. Tap¬ 
ping,” O. J. said, "and he told 
me, ‘Sorry, Ted Hendricks 
(the Miami end) has won the 
Hetaman’.” But It didn't hap¬ 
pen, and Simpson said Ids 
initial feeling when Dr. Top¬ 
ping gave him the real report 


Tuesday morning “was nota¬ 
ble relief." An hour after O. 
J. got the word, he and 
Marquerite, who is expecting 
their first child next month, 
inched their way through 
more than 400 reporters, 
students and well-wishers to a 
news conference at the USC 
student center. 

"It’s almost unnecessary for 
me to tell you that we’ve been 
notified the Heismap Trophy 
is coming beck to USC," Dr. 
Tapping began the conference. 
"We’re delighted that it’s O. 
J. Simpson because he’s not 


only a wonderful football 
player but a wonderful young 
man.” 

USC athletic director Jess 
Hill then announced that in 
ceremonies at the Trojan- 
Notre Dame football Game 
Saturday at the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum, Simp¬ 
son’s uniform. No. 32, wiM be 
retired, as Garrett’s No. 21 
was when he won the Heis¬ 
man. 

“O. J.," said Hill, "la a 
great football player and he 
has a great and deep sense of 
humility — and an apprecia¬ 


tion for the other players on 
the squad and the men on the 
USC coaching staff.” Coach 
John McKay called Simpson 
"the finest football player I’ve 
ever seen,” and seid he 
"wasn't surprised that he 
won. I would have been 
surprised if he hadn't won.” 

McKay then took a verbal 
swipe at the Purdue head 
coach, who had been quoted 
as saying the trophy "should 
be blown up” if his back, 
Keyes, didn’t win It. "Jack 
Mofflenkopf,” said McKay, 
"was wrong.”

' “What we want to do," said 
Mr. Chretien, “is give the 
Indian the opportunity to fnake 
his own decisions. I see our 
department as an instrument to 
safeguard the rights of the 
Indian. But he should make his 
own decisions.''

“We’re hired last and fired! 
first, and some of the big 
industrialists should start taking; 
an interest in this. In the eyes 
of some we’re the criminals of 
society.

He said he realized that they 
wanted to be Canadians with all 
the rights enjoyed by other 
citizens and yet retain their own 
Identity and culture. 
EDUCATION NEED 

He said he also realized that 
they wanted to join the elec¬ 
tronic, rapd-commmicatian age 
of the 21st century, but to do so 
took education. 

And it was education, involve¬ 
ment and cballer^e that the 
department wanted for the 
Indian, he said. It wanted to 
open every avenue for him and 
yet allow him to keep his 
identity. 

‘ It seems to me that the 
error of the past has been that 
too many decisions were made 
for you. If you make your own 
decisions, some at them may be 
bad but they will be your <wn 
and freely made," Mr. Chretien 
said. 

INDIAN BIGHTS 

MLA Frank Calder (NDP, 
Atflin) asked the minister about 
the matter of federal-provincial 
relationships with regard to the 
Indian. 

“My view,’’ replied Mr. Chre¬ 
tien, “is, fiat any grotp in a 
province should have the use of 
all the facilities of that prov¬ 
ince. There should be no such 
thing as a second-class citizen 
in any province. One obligation 
the faieral government has is to 
protect the Indian’s rights, and 
one of those right should be free 
access to all provincial re¬ 
sources." 

HOUSING RESOLUTION 

The four-day conference, at¬ 
tended by delegates from all 
over British Columbia, ended 
Tuesday. 

Resolutions were passed seek¬ 
ing better education and housing 
for Indian people and involving 
a number cf technical changes 
in the Indian Fishermen’s As¬ 
sistance Act.

About five minutes. Cover and 
let stand in a warm place for 
14 hour. Gradually stir in 
butter. Add honey, salt and 
citron (or currants, or a 
mixture of both).
